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Early turnout 
high in area 


Voted yet? Polls open till 8

Voters of the fourth supervisorial dis­ 
trict appeared this morning to backup 
predictions of a high voter turnout in the 
California primary election as scattered 
precincts reported early heavy balloting. 
Voting ranged from nine per cent at 
one precinct in Guadalupe at 10:30 a.m., 
to 30 per cent at that hour at Casmalia 
School, northwest of Lompoc. Voting in 
Vandenberg Village was approaching 25 
per cent at noon at Los Berros School, 30 
per cent at Village Library; 30 per cent 
at some Solvang points and that much or 
more in Buellton. 
The weather was cooperating with 
blue skies, warm temperature and little 
wind. 
Some electio n o ffic ia ls w ere 
predicting a voter turnout in Santa Bar­ 
bara County of near 70 per cent. 
Nearly 18,000 voters are eligible to 
cast ballots in the fourth supervisorial 
district to decide party faithfuls, a fourth 
district supervisor, a Solvang justice 
court judge and 15 state propositions. 
Polls remain open until 8 p.m. and 
fourth district election results will be 
tallied by machine count in the County 
Building at 401 E. Cypress Ave. 
The hot and heavy contest for fourth 
district supervisor has apparently 
narrowed to a three-man race, according 
to most political observers. Robert C. 
Lilley, former county planning commis­ 
sioner; Arthur D. Scott, former Lompoc 
mayor and Robert Hedlund, former 
Lompoc teacher, are heading down to 
the wire for the $17,380 a year job 
currently held by Francis Beattie, a 
three-term representative who chose not 
to run. Phyllis White, homemaker and 
teacher and Alberta Morgan, cer­ 


tificated elementary teacher, are the 
other two candidates in the five-person 
race. In order to avoid a runoff election 
in November, the winning candidate 
must garner more than 50 per cent of the 
total fourth district vote. 
A justice court judge will be decided 
by Solvang judicial district voters 
amongst three attorney candidates, Rick 
Brown, Zel Canter and Ed Norstrand. 
Another judicial race to be decided 
countywide is that of superior court 
judge, office number one. Incumbent 
Judge Floyd Dodson is being challenged 
by Bruce Dodds, member of the county 
counsel’s office and attorney James J. 
Oppen. 
District Democrats also are being 
asked to decide their representatives of 
the Democratic Central Committee. 
Three seats are open with four can­ 
didates in the contest. They are Marla J. 
King, Santa Ynez Valley housewife ; Paul 
M. Comer, teacher-adm inistrator; 
M ichael J. Palm er, attorney, and 
Domenico Sig n orelli, school ad­ 
ministrator, all of Lompoc. 
Walter T. Livingston of Lompoc is run­ 
ning unopposed for marshal of the Lom­ 
poc judicial district. 
In the congressional contest, 
Republican Robert J. Lagomarsino, in­ 
cumbent, is running unopposed for his 
party’s nomination as is Dan Sisson, 
jo u rn alist and teacher, for the 
Democratic nomination. 
Unopposed also are Republican and 
Democratic candidates for State As­ 
sembly. Incumbent Democrat Gary Hart 
finds no challenge as does Ray Saucedo, 
Republican, Santa Barbara teacher. 
The fourth supervisorial district for 
the first time now includes the com­ 
munity of Guadalupe and all of Santa 
Ynez Valley. 
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Ford, Reagan may 
end in dead heat

Heavy voter turnouts in Ohio and 
California and apparently lighter in­ 
terest in New Jersey ended the 1976 
primary season today, with the prospect 
that President Ford ami Ronald Reagan 
could go to the GOP convention close to a 
dead heat. 
On the Democratic side, three western 
liberals made their last effort to stop 
Jimmy Carter. 
The three primaries, the last in a 
series of 32 this spring, elect 540 
D em ocratic and 331 Republican 
delegates — about one-third the number 
needed to win the presidential nomina­ 
tion in both parties. 
There was an apparent record number 
of voters in Ohio, where Secretary of 
State Ted. W. Brown estimated 2.5 
million would go to the polls. Turnout 
was reported good in the Newark area of 
New Jersey in the morning but generally 
light farther south in Trenton. The 
California turnout was heavier than 
usual in Los Angeles and described as 
“ brisk” in San Francisco among before- 
work voters. 
The weather was generally good in all 
three states. 
California, the biggest prize, is ex­ 
pected to go for two men who have 
served as its governor — Democrat Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., and Reagan, his 
Republican predecessor. 


That leaves New Jersey and especially 
Ohio as the major battlegrounds, and 
Ford and Carter are favored in both 
states. 


With Reagan favored to capture all 167 
California delegates, and Ford out in 
front for most of the 97 in Ohio and 77 in 
New Jersey, the GOP primary season 
could end in a virtual deadlock. The 
President held a 823-690 edge in 
delegates going into today, with 1,130 
needed for nomination. 


On the Democratic side, Carter was far 
ahead with 911 delegates. Despite the 
fact he was expected to get only 20 per 
cent of California’s 280 delegates, he was 
favored to win many of Ohio’s 152 and 
New Jersey’s 108. 


That means he could pick up more than 
200 additional delegates, putting him 
well over the 1,100 mark in his quest for 
the 1,505 needed for nomination 


As the candidates headed into the 
home stretch, issues were dropped and 
the rhetoric turned increasingly to per­ 
sonal attacks on opponents 


“ You don’t want a candidate for presi­ 
dent who can’t win,” Ford yelled into a 
microphone to a crowd of 14,000 in 
Dayton. 


In California, Reagan said Ford’s 
television commercials labeled him a 
warmonger and were “ totally dis­ 
honest.” 
In Ohio, before his last-hour swing to 
New Jersey, Carter accused Morris 
Udall of conducting a negative campaign 
and not concentrating on the issues. 
Udall, who bought a series of television 
commercials depicting Carter as taking 
one position in one part of the country 
and another position to a different 
audience, predicted he would finish a 
strong second in the race. 


Frank Church said he had been unable 
to campaign extensively in the state and 
indcated he thought Carter would win it. 


Brown campaigned in New Jersey 
where he hoped to pull another “ uncom­ 
mitted” coup against Carter, as he did in 
Rhode Island last week. Brown pushed 
uncommitted slates that favor either 
him or Hubert Humphrey — or both. 


In addition to Carter and Brown, 
California Democrats had a choice of 
voting for George W allace, Henry 
Jackson, Ellen McCormack, Fred 
Harris, Birch Bayh, Morris Udall and 
Frank Church. 


In the Democratic Senate contest, in­ 
cumbent John Tunney faced a strong 
challenge from Tom Hayden, the 1960s 
antiwar radical seeking to change the 
system from within. Hayden and his wife 
Jane Fonda poured at least $331,000 into 
the campaign, helping cut Tunney’s 
margin from 43 points last winter to 7 in 
the election-eve poll 


Other Democrats in the Senate race 
are Lois Bodle, Frank Thomas, Howard 
Gifford, Lee Craven, Ronald Williams, 
Bob Wallach and M illard Fillm ore 
Solver 


Robert Finch, former HEW secretary 
in the Nixon administration; and S I. 
Hayakawa, 69-year-old retired president 
of San Francisco State University, were 
running neck and neck for the COP 
Senate nomination. Also running were 
Rep Alphonzo Bell and Former Lt. Gov 
John Harmer. 


Californians also were voting on a 
ballot proposition intended to impose 
stricter controls on nuclear power 
plants. Opponents charged the measure 
would halt atomic energy development, 
but proponents insisted it merely would 
slow it down until safeguards could be 
assured 


The nuclear proposal, Proposition 15, 
is the last of a long list of ballot 
measures in California, which also in­ 
cludes one to legalize charity bingo 
games. 
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14,000 sample ballots 
undeliverable in county 


The County Election Office, which sent 
out 137,403 sample ballots to voters 
registered for today’s Prim ary Election, 
has had nearly 14,000 of them returned as 
undeliverable m ail, County Clerk 
Howard Menzel reports. 


Menzel said the large return was not 
felt to be unusual, for the reason that the 
voting lists had not been purged for over 
a year and a half and the voting 
materials pouring back were for those 
who since registration “ had moved 
elsewhere, died, or whatever, and 
weren’t at the place of residence our 
records showed.” 


The Goleta Post Office which delivers 


mail to the Isla Vista university com­ 
m unity, ran into m ajor delivery 
problems with young people whose ad­ 
dresses were inadequate, incorrect, or 
simply not up to date, as registrants 
moved about the community or to the 
outside areas, 
Menzel said the returned mailings 
would be put to good use in that “ We are 
going to use these as a means of cancel­ 
ing registrations of those who have 
moved,” and thus wind up with a “ clean 
list” for the November election 
The returned ballots point to the fact 
that the net number of eligible voters 
will be smaller than the registration 
total announced earlier 


Homicide 
probed in 
man's death 


Sheriff s officials today were in­ 
vestigating the possibility of homicide in 
the death of a man in his mid-forties, 
whose body was found near Pt. Arguello 
last night. 
The man was described as six feet tall, 
weighing about 155 pounds and dressed in 
a tee shirt, jeans and cowboy boots. 
Sheriff’s deputies said the man had a 
facial wound, but nothing immediately to 
explain the death. The body was found 
129 feet 'rom the Southern Pacific 
Railroad tracks and about one-tenth of a 
mile from the Coast Road. Pt. Arguello 
Lighthouse is nearby. 
Officials withheld identification today 
pending further investigation. Informa­ 
tion in a wallet on the body revealed that 
the man had been arrested in May and 
had spent time in Santa Barbara Ja il for 
pandering.

Hancock College shopping 
for new branch campus

Allan Hancock College, academic hat 
in hand is shopping for new quarters in 
Lompoc as a result,of student shifts in 
the school district that have squeezed out 
the mini-campus at Hapgood School. 


Walter Conrad, college president, said, 
“ We are assuming that since we won’t 
have Hapgood that in due course we'll be 
able to work out some other 
arrangement.” 


The question of being squeezed out at 
Hapgood and a subsequent interest in 
other quarters, perhaps Miguelito or La 
Mesa Schools, has been an issue in the 
school closure controversy and the recall 
election effort fielded by critics of Lom­ 
poc Unified School. At the height of the 
dispute between parents and the school 
board, some parents accused the school 
board of wanting to close Miguelito so 
that the facility could be offered to Han­ 
cock. Officials on all sides denied that 
charge. 


Conrad said his college board of 
trustees would want comparable or 
greater space than is presently being 
used at Hapgood. He said either 
Miguelito or La Mesa schools would be 
acceptable. Miguelito is better located to 
serve residents of the city of Lompoc, 
Conrad said, but there would have to be 
some alterations to make the campus 
usable. La Mesa, which is located on 
Jupiter Avenue in Vandenberg Village, 
has more readily usable facilities, but is 
not as well located, Conrad said. 


Hancock’s fall schedule of classes is 
already out, but, Conrad said new clas­ 
ses could be added until about Aug. I — 
that is if substantially greater quarters 
were available to the college. Conrad 
said the Lompoc campus has been suc­ 
cessful and that his trustees would want 


to offer as many and as varied courses as 
desired by Lompoc Valley residents. 


It was learned this week that Lompoc 
Unified School District was in process of 
assessing requests from other agencies 
for space in addition to Hancock 


Hancock has been occupying quarters 
in unused portions of Hapgood school on 
a cost limited to maintenance expenses 
incurred by the school district.

Syrian tanks and troops today fought 
leftists and Palestinian guerrillas in the 
mountains overlooking Beirut. Bat­ 
tlefield reports from the leftists said 
ground fire repulsed Israeli warplanes 
that “ tried to attack” southern Lebanon. 
In possibly the heaviest battle of 
Lebanon’s civil war, MiG jet fighters 
backed the Syrian-armored column in the 
fighting along the strategic Damascus- 
Beirut highway, which overlooks the 
Lebanese capital from the flank of 5,000- 
foot Mount Lebanon. 
The leftist-controlled Beirut radio said 
Israeli m ilitary planes “ tried to attack 
Nabatiyeh, Tyre and Sidon” — key points 
along the route of another Syrian ar­ 
mored column’s drive toward the south­ 
ern port of Sidon. 
The Israeli jets were “ intercepted by 
ground defenses,” the leftists said. 
The report of Israeli aerial action in 
Lebanon was the first since Syrian forces 
swept over the border a week ago to try 
to end 14 months of civil war in Lebanon. 
The Beirut broadcast, quoting an an­ 
nouncement by “ the National Movement 
and the Palestine Revolution" did not 
mention any shooting by the Israeli 
planes. On this basis, it appeared the in­ 
cursion of Israeli planes was restricted 
to reconnaissance overflights, such as 
Israel has repeatedly carried out in the 
past over southern Lebanon. 
Israeli military sources in Tel Aviv 
denied the reports that Israeli planes 
tried to attack southern Lebanon. “ This 
story is completely without founda­ 
tion,” one source said. 
A Beirut radio broadcast said leftist 
forces drove off MiG attacks near Sofar, 
about 15 miles east of the capital. An 
earlier broadcast said the guerrillas’ 
rockets blasted three Syrian tanks mov­ 
ing toward Beirut and forced five others 
to retreat to the east. 
The report said Syrian bulldozers were 
digging trenches for tanks behind Sofar, 
where the mountain road descends 
toward the capital and the Mediterra­ 
nean Sea. The Syrians apparently were 
preparing for a prolonged battle. 


The leftists also claimed a fourth 
Syrian tank was destroyed in the same 
region, near the mountain summits 
separating Beirut and the eastern Bekaa 
Valley. 
The leftists claimed Syrian tanks and 
troops were “ pinned down and unable to 
advance" in the major fighting near 
Sofar on the highway to Beirut, about 15 
miles east of the capital. 


“ They have suffered serious losses,” 
the Beirut radio said of the Syrians.,

FRESNO (U P I) — A young man was 
dragged kicking and screaming from a 
Woolworth^ Department Store on a 
downtown mall today. 15 hours after he 
armed himself in the sporting goods 
department and began shooting. 
The man was apparently unhurt and no 
one else was hit by the shots fired from 
inside the store during the night-long 
siege by police. The mall had been 
cleared of shoppers when the shooting 
began late Monday. 
Police had fired rounds of teargas into 
the store to subdue the sniper, and one of 
them apparently touched off a fire, 
which in turn activated a sprinkler 
system in the store.

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Nothing left to chance in $15.5 million school budget

(Editor’s Note: This is the first of several installments on the 
preliminary 1976-’77 budget of Lompoc Unified School District.) 


The school district's proposed budget is an imposing document, 
seven-sixteenths of an inch thick and 8% by ll inches in the flat. 
Various segments are printed cm different colored paper to make it 
easier to locate specific items The document is bound in heavy 
stock, emblazoned with the title. “Business Services.” and 
superimposed in eye-catching black letters, the word. 
“Preliminary.” 


It s all about how to spend $15.5 million to the end that the next 
generation of adults will be properly educated. 


The document is free for the asking and it has, figuratively 
speaking, Joe Carlin’s fingerprints all over it. Actually Carlin had 
a lot of help in compiling the figures: 30 administrators or so. a 
five-member school board and that all pervasive authority 
“Budget Expenditure Policies.” If memory or will fail, the school 
board can open up the latter document and note, for example, that 
IO cents is to be allotted for textbooks for each enrollment at the 
elementary level, $1 at the junior high school level and $6.45 at the 
high school level In the words of an administrator, nothing has 
been left to chance. 


School budgets give the word, structure, its true meaning. 
Besides having something for most every contingency, the budget 
is in neat little packages, carefully labeled, duly recorded and fit 
into their own little niches. And when the final budget is approved 
early in August, every dollar figure will be to the penny, with ex­ 
penditures neatly matching revenues. Carlin calls it a “balanced 
budget.” 


There are some uncertainties: The preliminary budget contains 
incremental or instep salary increases, but no cost of living in­ 
creases; and the exact amount of revenues from state and federal 
government will probably be adjusted as appropriation legislation 
shifts or as assessed valuation rises or fails. 


Those uncertainties lump large in the total picture, because of 
their impact on employe and employer relations and the money 
that will be the focus of collective bargaining talks. 


At the moment, however, the school board is looking at a $4.99 
total tax rate per HOO of assessed valuation, down about 20 cents 
from the current or 1975-78 rate. That’s on an estimated $87,537 
million assessed valuation for the 1976-’77 year, up about $1.2 
million above the current year’s figure. 


It is important to note that the general purpose tax rate is $3.94, 
down about 52 cents from the current general purpose rate of $4.46. 
Of course the taxpayer will see that he has to pay a total tax rate of 
$4 99, which is down only 20 cents from the 1975-76 figure of $5 19 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 


The major difference — the 52-cent reduction on the general pur­ 
pose tax; and the 20-cent reduction on the total rate — is that the 
total tax for the coming year contains 35 cents for State School 
Building Fund Account, compared to only nine cents in the current 
budget; and 60 cents for bond redemption, compared to 55 cents in 
the current budget. In other words, the new budget includes 95 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation for those two items, compared to 
only 64 cents in the current budget. 


Costwise, one of the major factors in addition to the Budget Ex­ 
penditure Policy document, is the staffing ratio. The ratio of stu­ 
dents to teachers is 28.5 to one at the elementary school level; 27.5 
to one at the junior high level; and 26.5 to one at the high school 
level. It is important to note that these are not class size max­ 
imums, but only the goal on the average. Some classes may be as 
much as 35 or 40 students to one teacher. The higher figure would 
be the exception, but it could happen. Combination classrooms, 
that is those with more than one grade level, are also a fact of life. 


The figures may vary somewhat, but here is how Carlin and his 
aides see the income picture: Fifty-four per cent of the budget, 
$8 745 million is expected to come from the state; 29.88 per cent, or 
$4 761 million, from local sources; 12.97 per cent or $2,066 million, 
from the federal government; and 2.27 per cent, or $361,539 from 
county sources 


When they are criticized for one reason or another, the school 
trustees like to point out how much of the budget is, for all prac­ 
tical purposes beyond their control. They say, in the case of the 
new budget, that 88 30 per cent or $13,780 million is made up of 
salaries and fringe benefits for about 540 certificated personnel 
and about 300 classified personnel. 


The balance of about 12 per cent, or a little less, is currently ear­ 
marked for such items as books and operations. And over and 
above all those requirements are the tax bites for community ser-

Musical ghost writer now 
wants her share of glory

Peggy Lee, Julie London, 
Patti Page, Andy Williams. 
They all sang the songs of Irene 
Helm Modzik. Only they didn’t 
know it. 
Someone else got the credit. 
A song ghost writer for 30 
years, she now wants some of 
the glory. 
Mrs. Modzik, a Lompoc resi­ 
dent, wrote her first song in 
1946. “Don’t Make Me Cry” 
was bought outright by Univer­ 
sal Studios. It was used as 
background music in a movie 
and was a regular number 
played by the bands of Sammy 
Kaye and Vincent Lopez. 
Living in the Los Angeles 
area, she went on to write over 
200 songs and not one of them 
was turned down by a record 
company. However, not one 
company was willing to name 
her as the song writer or pay 
her royalties. 
“Someone el&’s name would 
go on the lyrics and music; 
that’s a ghost writer,” said 
Mrs. Modzik. 
The practice of using ghost 
writers in the record business 
saves the companies a lot of 
money, she explained. Instead 
of getting royalties for years, 
the song writer is paid a lump 
sum for his creation — with the 
stipulation he will never take 
credit for -writing the song 
She said the record com­ 
panies are exploiting these un­ 
known song writers, “but they 
pay well.” 
Generally, she received from 
$2,000 to $10,000 for (me song, 
provided she wrote both the 
lyrics and the music. (At times 
companies called her in to help 
finish a song someone else 
started.) 
While Mrs Modzik was ghost 
writing, she worked as a night 
club singer and performed in 
such hot spots as the Lido in Los 
Angeles and the Beach Boy 
Club in Redondo Beach. 
Ideas for songs come to her 
“any old time ” She can write 
westerns, ballads, any type of 
song, she says. Even rode. 
“I haven’t done any rock, but 
I could,” she said. 
When she began song writing, 
she was “very young and happy 
to sell them” although she 
didn’t get the credit. Now she 
feels differently. 
“I really didn’t want a lot of 
glory; I am really not that kind 
of a person. Some people think 
I’m crazy,” she said, sitting in 
her home on Walnut Avenue 
where she lives with her hus­ 
band. 
“Now I want the glory,” she 
added. 
For a long time her friends 
have pressed her to act as a 
song writer and not a ghost song 
writer. 
“Why let those guys get the 
credit?,” they asked. 
Last year she decided to 
change her act. The copyright 
expired for “Don’t Make Me 


Cry” and she sent a music sheet 
of it to Columbine Records, 
requesting they recopyright the 
song and give her credit as the 
composer. 
The company agreed to do so 
and to pay her royalties. The 
song is now on a recently 
released album by George 
Kent. 
Lately she wrote “Honey, 
Honey, Honey” and MSR 
Records accepted the song and 
put it on an album — with her 


name as song writer. 
In addition, MSR asked her to 
write a song for a bicentennial 
album. She did and they ac­ 
cepted the song. The album is 
yet to be released. 
Now, while her husband is at 
work at FCI, Mrs. Modzik 
spends 
much of her tim e 
writing songs and mailing the 
compositions to record com­ 
panies in L A. 
“I hope I will be heard about 
now,” she commented.

Climaxing a confusing ses­ 
sion, the Board of Supervisors 
voted 3-2 Monday to cut off pay­ 
ment of $72,000 in county am­ 
bulance subsidies to firms in 
Santa Barbara, Santa Maria 
and Lompoc, effective July I. 
At the same time, the board 
a u t h o r i z e d 
the 
County 
Emergency Medical Care Ser­ 
vices Committee headed by Dr. 
John Dorman “to meet with 
persons in the concerned areas 
to try to find a solution by July 
I,” when county contracts with 
the firms end. 
Dr. Dorman said he felt that 
“what they asked for is an in­ 
terim solution, among others, 
in Santa Ynez Valley.” 
Originally, 
Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson 
recommended on May 25 that 
Santa Barbara Ambulance Co. 
be given a new contract to 
serve the South Coast unincor­ 
porated area — including Car­ 
pinteria Valley, Montecito, and 
Goleta Valley — and be allowed 
to pull out of Santa Ynez Valley, 
as it was losing considerable 
money there. The company 
would have lost its $2,000-a- 
month subsidy under this plan, 
and Santa Ynez Valley, it ap­ 
peared, would have to get by 
without an ambulance service 
unless ambulance firms in 
either Lompoc or Santa Bar­ 
bara agreed to pick up the ser­ 
vice under arrangements that 
were seen as being “expen­ 
sive.” 
The board’s action Monday 
means that not only will Santa 
Barbara Ambulance Co. lose its 
subsidy, but Golden Ambulance 
Service of Santa Maria, 
operated by Tris Coleman and 
Jerry Bautista, will lose its 
$1,883.49 monthly subsidy, and 
Lom poc Community Am­ 
bulance, operated by Ken Kel­ 
ly, will lose its $2,000 monthly 
subsidy. 
Coleman, whose firm has set 
up ambulance operations in the 
Orcutt area, said the county’s 
new proposal was unaccep­ 
table. He said, “Without a sub­ 
sidy, the Santa Ynez Valley 
area would be a lo sing 
proposition.” 
Santa 
Barbara 
Ambulance said that even with 
its subsidy, it could no longer 
serve Santa Ynez, where it has 
a Solvang office. 
It was not immediately 
known how long Santa Barbara 
Ambulance will continue to 
operate its Santa -Ynez Valley 
service. Originally, it had 
hoped to pull out by April, but 
said later it would continue 
pending selection of a new 
provider there. 
County officials disclosed 
that the original recommenda­ 
tions involving Santa Barbara 
Ambulance were changed when 
it was found there were “legal 
problems involving Medi-Cal 
payments.” 
County authorities felt that 
discontinuance of county sub­ 
sidies would not only benefit the 
county taxpayer — who is now 
paying about one cent per $100 
assessed valuation for the sub­ 
sidy payments — but also 
straighten out the situation in 
Santa Maria where two rival 
companies operate. 
Rates for the Lompoc am­ 
bulance firm which like those in 
Santa Maria are set by city 
council there might have to be 
adjusted upward in lieu of the 
county subsidy, it was felt. 
Santa Ynez Valley had a con­ 
tingent of strong objectors to 
the county’s proposal that 
would allow Santa Barbara Am­ 
bulance to pull out of the 
Valley. 
Appealing to the board to see 
that service be provided 
somehow were Boyd Betten- 
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court, Valley grape grower, 
who is a director of Santa Ynez 
Valley Community Hospital and 
a county planning commis­ 
sioner; Jess Moore, president 
of Solvang Business Assn. and a 
certified public accountant in 
Solvang and co m m u n ity 
hospital representatives. 
Moore, in a wheelchair, said 
he was concerned not only for 
Valley families but also for his 
own. He felt “some of our peo­ 
ple are going to die” if there 
was an utter lack of service 
from within the Valley in times 
of extreme emergency. 
Service from Santa Barbara 
might take hours, it was shown, 
and in addition to the $45 am­ 
bulance call charge there would 
be a $2 per mile charge. 


Neither Solvang Municipal 
Improvement District (SMID) 
nor the community hospital was 
in a position to supply the ser­ 
vice. the board was told.

A State Division of Forestry 
proposal to provide life and 
property protection in areas of 
both state and local respon­ 
sibility in the county r- and 
which conceivably could result 
in a net savings of more than 
$1.5 million to county govern­ 
ment — appeared to gain the 
approval Monday of three of the 
five members of the County 
Board of Supervisors. 
But the proposal calling for a 
reduced level of protection in 
the 691,141 watershed acres of

Castro denies Cuban link to JFK death 


MIAMI (UPI) — Prime Minister Fidel Castro has denied any 
link between the Cuban government and President Kennedy’s as­ 
sassination, but has hinted at possible links with the CIA and FBI, 
Havana Radio reported. 
“The revolution can categorically affirm that it never had the 
least participation in the death of President John F. Kennedy,”

An earlier action to revoke Emory’s license as an osteopathic 
physician was stalled by legal delays. 


Harrises lose plea for year's delay 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - William and Emily Harris have lost 
their appeal for a year’s delay in their trial for an alleged Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army crime spree with Patricia Hearse. 
The Harrises argued that news coverage of the Hearst case had 
made them so notorious it would be impossible to find unbiased 
jurors. 
Superior Court Judge Mark Brandier turned down their appeal 
Monday, reasoning that “ so long as the case is pending and un­ 
resolved, there will continue to be publicity, so a continuance will 
not have an appreciable effect.” 
The ruling brought an outburst from William Harris, who ac­ 
cused (MkJudge of trying to “ fix” the trial against them.

T erro rist bom bs shake four 


buildings in d o w n to w n C hicago 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Terrorist 
bombs shook four downtown 
buildings, including police 
headquarters, and spewed 
shrapnel into a crowd of down­ 
town theatergoers Monday 
night, injuring five persons, two 
seriously. 
Police said they believed 
“ some kind of terrorist gang” 
was responsible for the bom­ 
bings, though no group claimed 
responsibility. 
Targets of the blasts included 
Central Police Headquarters, 
the Bank Leumi of Israel near 
City Hall, the towering John 
Hancock Building and the First 
National Bank of Chicago. All 
the blasts occurred outside the 
buildings. 
A bomb that exploded in a 
trash can outside the First 
National Bank sent shrapnel- 
like particles into a crowd of 
persons leaving a theater after 
the evening’s performance was 
responsible for all five injuries. 
A pregnant woman, Fanny 
Schwarz, 31, and her husband, 
Ricfaardo, 33, of suburban West­ 
mont, were admitted to the in­ 
tensive care unit ai Henrotin 
Hospital and were listed in 
guarded condition early today. 
Hospital officials said Mrs. 
Schwarz suffered leg, arm and 
stomach injuries. It was not 
known if the baby would be af­ 
fected. 


Others injured inducted Shar­ 
on Ayers, 21, Elmhurst, Lee 
Markovitz, 62, Chicago, and her 
son, Allen, 30, who were all 
treated and released. 
Markovitz said he was among 
some 200 people leaving the 
theater and was a couple of feet 
behind the Schwarz couple 
when the bomb exploded. He 
said he saw a “ flash” and then 
saw the two “ bleeding profuse­ 
ly.” 
Miss Ayers said she was 
“ dumbfounded by the whole 
thing. I’d just walked past the 
can ...” 
The worst damage, police 
said, was at police headquar­ 
ters at UUi and State streets, 
where a bomb exploded about 
seven minutes after Patrolman 
Albert Stickles found the device 
hidden in a fried chicken box in 
a trash can outside the station. 
The explosion coincided with 
the ll p.m. police shift change 
and officials said if Suckles 
hadn’t found the bomb and 
cleared the area there could 
have been a number of deaths 
and serious injuries. 
“ I used some unkind lan­ 
guage on scores of people to get 
them away from the sidewalk,” 
he said. 
Another bomb ripped out two 
glass panels at the John Han­ 
cock Center but caused no in­ 


juries. There were no injuries 
in the blast that shook the Bank 
Leumi of Israel. 
Police Commander Paul 
McLaughlin speculated three 
cars were used to plant the 
bombs. He said the bombs 
probably were placed only 
about IO minutes before they 
exploded and each was equip­ 
ped with a timer. Police were 
looking for one a patrol car saw 
leaving the Hancock building a 
short time before the blast. 
“ These are crazy people but 
they are not dum m ies,” 
McLaughlin said of the bom­ 
bers.

All the agencies report com­ 
plaints about faulty lids which 
have resulted in spoiled food. 
The new lids are from novice 
manufacturers or importers.

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IDAHO FALLS, Idaho (UPI) 
— The fury of the Teton Dam 
flood is spent, leaving this 
agriculturally rich valley a sea 
of mud, thousands of homes 
broken shells and at least seven 
persons dead. 
Civil Defense and law en­ 
forcement officials said 153 
persons still were missing. 
Many may have found refuge 
with friends and relatives, but 
the bodies of other victims may 
be buried in the mud. 
The waters began dissipating 
Monday — two days after the 
310-foot earth-fill dam ruptured 
— and sp illin g into the 
American Falls Reservoir. 
“ We don’t expect to have any 
problems whatsoever,” Carlos 
Randolph, a Bureau of Recla­ 
mation project supervisor, 
said. 
The floodwaters, which start­ 
ed at depths of IO feet, had 
traveled nearly IOO miles 
through the Upper Snake River 
Valley. By the time they 
reached the reservoir they 
were less than a foot. 
Damages were said to be 
more than $500 million. In Rex­ 
burg alone, h ardest hit, 
damages were reported in ex­ 
cess of $200 million. 
Ryan Englund of Idaho Falls 
Hospital said 298 persons were 
injured, one seriously. 
When the dam broke Satur­ 
day, w aters swifted into 
Henry’s Fork and spread 
northward in a giant lake to St. 
Anthony and southward into the 
Snake River to Idaho Falls. 
The last towns to feel the 
brunt of the flood were 
Blackfoot, with a population of 
8,800, and Firth, a community 
of 400. But no deaths or injuries 
were reported and the flood lost 
its impetus. 
About 300 square miles, 30,000 
to 40,000 acres of it fertile 
farmland, were covered by 
water. 
Townspeople returning to 
their homes found them torn 
• from their foundations or 
smashed beyond repair. Others 
treated more gently by the 
floodwaters were filled with 
mud.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
scramble is on for the post of 
House majority leader, which 
will be vacated if Rep. ftiomas 
P. O’Neill of Massachusetts 
moves up to Carl Albert’s job as 
speaker. 
Albert’s weekend announce­ 
ment he will retire at the end of 
the year ignited a major 
leadership battle for the next 
Congress. Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield and 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
previously announced retire­ 
ment, and a heated game of 
musical chairs is certain to 
result for the various top 
leadership posts in both houses. 
As of now, O’Neill does not 
expect opposition to succeed as 
speaker when the 95th Congress 
meets in January. 
O’Neill formally announced 
for the job Monday with a “dear 
colleague” letter to fellow 
Democrats, claiming “ I have a 
record of proven accomplish­ 
ments fen- the Democratic par­ 
ty.” 
Rep Richard Bolling, D-Mo., 
who openly solicited support on 
the House floor in February to 
succeed to O’Neill’s present 
job. proclaimed his support of 
O’Neill for speaker and his own 
candidacy for majority leader 
wily hours after Albert’s retire­ 
ment announcement Saturday. 
Rep. John McFall, D-Calif., 
the Democratic Whip, said 
Monday he will run for 
O’Neill’s spot, and Rep. John 
Brademas, D-Ind., deputy 


whip, announced he would seek 
McFall’s post. 
Rep. Philip Burton, D-Calif., 
who has said publicly he would 
run for majority leader when 
O’Neill vacated the spot, has 
not yet made a formal an­ 
nouncement of his candidacy 
Not since Albert became 
Speaker In 1970 has there been a 
real contest for the No. 2 
leadership post. The late Hale 
Boggs of Louisiana, then the 
whip, was opposed by Rep. 
Morris Udall, D-Ariz., in a bit­ 
terly fought contest that Boggs 
won.

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Valley needs 
more acres 
for off-road, 
says county

The Board of Supervisors shied away 
Monday from becoming involved at this 
time in showing support for the con­ 
troversial proposed off-road vehicle 
track at Santa Barbara Municipal Air­ 
port at Goleta, but agreed to a policy 
statement attesting to county interest in 
and responsibility for setting up sites in 
appropriate areas for use of off-road 
vehicles. 
Specifically, the supervisors — back­ 
ing recommendations of County Parks 
Director Michael Pahoa — approved the 
following: 
--Directed the Park Department to 
continue examination of the 50-acre Los 
Cameras Rd. site as identified in the 
county’s General Plan and to make a > 
report back in 90 days as to a proposed 
development plan, cost of public acquisi­ 
tion, development and management; 
possibility of private development and 
management; conducting of public hear­ 
ings in Goleta on use of this site, which is 
near U.S. 101. 
—Ordered continued examination of a 
108-acre Lompoc Valley site along 
Lompoc-Casmalia Rd. as an off-road 
vehicle site, Union Oil Co. owns the 
property, which has been used by off- 
road recreationists for several years. 
The county’s special committee has 
determined Lompoc Valley needs at 
least 102 acres for such use, as only a 40- 
acre site off McLaughlin Rd. in the Santa 
Ynez River area has been available for 
use since October, 1975. 
—Called for continued site investiga­ 
tion for suitable sites in both South Coast 
and Lompoc areas for additional space 
required for this activity, as identified in 
the County Park Department’s analysis. 
Number of off-road vehicle owners who 
now are required to travel to distant 
areas to enjoy the sport is such as to 
require 524 acres on the South Coast as 
well as 102 acres in Lompoc area. 
Spillway Park in Santa Maria provides 
247 acres under private ownership, in the \ 
Santa’ Maria River bottom area. 
—Approved policy statement that 
county finds it appropriate to provide 
public lands for off-road vehicle use 
where practical. 
The supervisors had been asked by 
Pahos and the special committee he 
heads to approve participation in the 
development of the Santa Barbara 
Municipal Airport site proposal in con­ 
cept including use of county revenues 
heki in trust from the Off-Highway Vehi­ 
cle Fund, and use of county park depart­ 
ment staff for site planning service, if 
the supervisors got a request for help 
from Santa Barbara City Council. 
Committee member A E. Keir-Nash, 
UC Santa Barbara faculty members told 
the supervisors that the "real problem” 
concerning the Municipal Airport site 
was that an Indian burial ground may lay 
under the track area. If so, he said, it 
isn t known if there can be "mitigation 
from damage.” 
Objections to the airport site have 
come from residents of the married stu­ 
dent homing area near the site and also 
were relayed to the board Monday by 
Bill Steinmetz on behalf of the UC Santa 
Barbara chancellor's office. 
He said designation of such an area 
wouW bring an influx of off-road vehicle 
riders who could fan out over the whole 
area when they weren’t on the site. Keir- 
Nash said noisetof the machines could be 
muffled and other enforcem ent 
measures taken to keep noise levels 
down.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The Houston 
Astros today selected lefthander Floyd 
Bannister of Arizona State, the major 
college strikeout leader the last two 
seasons, as the number one choice of the 
12th annual summer free agent baseball 
draft 
Bannister, a 6-1, 180-pounder from 
Seattle, has compiled an outstanding 18-1 
record this year with the Sun Devils and 
is expected to be the starting pitcher 
Saturday night in Omaha, Neb., in the 
College World Series. 
Bannister, 37-5 during his three years 
at Arizona State, will be 21 years old 
Thursday. Houston had the dubious dis­ 
tinction of finishing last in the National 
League last year and thus earned first 
choice in the selections. 
The southpaw has compiled a fine 1.86 
earned run average in college, including 
the I 35 ERA this year as a junior. In 
1975. he storied 20 games and completed 
15, pitching 167 innings and leading the 
nation with 195 strikeouts. 
Last year, Bannister topped the nation 
with 217 strikeouts In 157 1-3 innings and 
helped Arizona SUte to a 123-21 won-lost 
mark the last two years, including a 62-8 
mark this year. 


The Detroit Tigers, who finished with 
the worst record in the American League 
in 1975, took lefthander Pat Underwood, 
a six-foot, 175-pounder from Kokomo 
(Ind.)

at entry fee 
set by NBA 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) - The 
owners of the Kentucky Colonels of the 
American Basketball Association Mon­ 
day refused to accept the $4.5 million 
entry fee and other terms required of 
ABA teams seeking membership in the 
older NBA. 
The decision by John Y. Brown and his 
wife, Ellie, leaves in doubt the future of 
the Kentucky franchise, though Brown 
says it would be "premature” to write 
an obituary for the Colonels or the ABA. 
An NBA committee has proposed the 
league accept four ABA teams for 
membership at a cost of $4.5 million 
each, plus an agreement to absorb the 
costs of buying out the ABA teams not 
accepted and other costs connected with 
disbanding the ABA. 
The four ABA teams expected to join 
the NBA are Indiana, Denver, New York 
and San Antonio, with Kentucky and St. 
Louis left out. The NBA trustees are 
scheduled to consider the applications at 
a meeting in Hyannis, Mass., beginning 
Sunday. 
"It’s a little too early to tell exactly 
what’s going to happen,” Brown said 
after returning Monday from a secret 
ABA trustees’ meeting in Chicago. 
Brown, president of the ABA, said the 
NBA term s for league m erger 
represented a "holdup.” He said the 
ABA negotiators "gave away all their 
leverage and left themselves at the 
mercy of the NBA.” 
The ABA president said his circuit has 
been "disrupted all year long with two 
teams (Denver and New York) making 
application to the NBA. It destroyed the 
credibility of our league.” 
Brown said there is no guarantee the 
NBA trustees will accept the merger 
terms. 
Brown said a more realistic price for 
ABA teams to enter the NBA would have 
ranged between $2 million and $2.5 
million. He said Kentucky probably 
would have applied to be part of the 
merger if the entry terms had been more 
"reasonable.” 
Brown said the ABA would have to ex­ 
perience a "new birth” at a meeting of 
its trustees in Salt Lake City June 23, to 
remain viable if the merger falls 
through But he said the league does 
have alternatives because "we’ve got six 
of the finest teams in pro basketball.’ 
"Whatever comes out of this will be 
good,” Brown said.

NEWARK, N J. (UPI) — A 41-year-old 
woman who headed the campaign to free 
Rubin "Hurricane” Carter from prison 
says the former boxer beat her up in a 
Maryland motel. Carter denies the 
charge. 
Carolyn Kelly, a bail bondswoman who 
was a member of the Carter Defense 
Committee, held a news conference at 
her hospital bedside in Newark Monday 
to describe the alleged assault. 
Mrs. Kelly was admitted to United 
Hospitals on May 16 for treatment for 
back, head and internal injuries. 
She said Carter struck her im the face 
and kicked her in the back when she went 
visited him in his motel room on April 
29. 
"I still believe in Rubin Carter. He still 
deserves a fair trial,” said Mrs. Kelly, 
who has not filed charges against Carter. 
In a statement released through his at­ 
torney, Carter said Mrs. Kelly had been 
demanding money from him and 
threatened to go to the press with the 
“false story she told today.” 
"In April, an irreconcilable dispute 
arose between us,” Carter said. "She 
became angry and depressed. She 
claimed substantial personal and 
business losses, mostly as a result of as­ 
suming her responsibilities as executive 
director and national coordinator (of the 
Carter Defense Committee). 
“I tried to discuss and consider her 


claims fairly and equitably. But her de­ 
mands kept expanding and increasing,'’ 
Carter said. 
Carter’s conviction for the shotgun 
murder of three persons in a Paterson 
bar in 1966 became the focus of a 
national campaign supported by Bob 
Dylan, Muhammad All and other well­ 
known personalities. 
Carter and a co-defendant, John Artis, 
both of whom were sentenced to prison 
for life, recently were freed pending a 
retrial ordered by the New Jersey 
Supreme Court. The court ruled the two 
had not had a fair trial. 
, 
Mrs. Kelly said she and Carter went to 
Maryland where AH, a long-time friend of 
Carter’s, was scheduled to fight Jimmy 
Young on April 30. 
Mrs. Kelly said when she visited 
Carter in his motel room, he had walked 
into the bathroom to gargle and she stood 
in the doorway. 
"The next think I knew, he had hit me 
in- the face. It spun me around ... I was 
fighting to hold onto consciousness. He 
raised his foot and kicked me. I managed 
to turn over. He kicked me on the back,” 
said Mrs. Kelly. 
Mrs. Kelly said she did not call the 
authorities or seek medical attention for 
two weeks although she was in pain. 
"The astonishment of it all, the shock 
of it all, the disbelief had me in shock,” 
said Mrs. Kelly.

Insist on one of these no­ 
trade clauses tying them to the club for five years Now 
that’s what you call a perfect case of wanting to have it both 
ways. 
To go on, though, Oakland has a number of players who 
haven’t signed their contracts yet, either, fellows like Joe 
Rudi, Vida Blue, Gene Tenace, Rollie Fingers, Sal Bando 
and Bart Campaneris, and Kapatein represents them all ex­ 
cept Blue and Bando. 
Only a week is left before the trading deadline and with 
time growing short, it isn’t at all coincidental Charlie Finley 
and Dick O’Connell are talking all the time or that Red Sox 
Assistant General Manager John Claiborne is talking with 
Kapstein.

These 
have generated all kinds of rumors. One is that 
the Red Sox, rather than hold still for Lynn’s demands, are 
considering trading their 24-year-old super sophomore who 
was the MVP and rookie of the year last season and is hitting 
.345 now. 
The Red Sox supposedly are willing to give up Lynn and 
Burleson for Rudi and Campaneris 


Oakland and Boston both are having bad seasons The A’s, 
winners in their division for the past five years and world 
champs three times, are next to last in the American League 
West and the Red Sox are third in the East Division. 
Charlie Finley doesn’t deny he’s talking with the Red Sox 
about a deal. 
"I have been in constant conversation with Dick O’Con­ 
nell with regard to a possible trade,” he says. "I’m also talk­ 
ing with other clubs I’ll deal with anybody.” 
What about* Lynn? 
"I don’t want to bandy players’ names around,” says

Looking at 
the other side, though, I’d say Fred Lynn still will be with 
Boston next year along with Carlton Fisk. There’s no ques­ 
tion the Red Sox are trying as best they can to sign Lynn, 
Fisk and Burleson 
"We want all three men 
play for this club,” says 
Claiborne. "We have made what we think are excellent of­ 
fers to all three. Our offers were countered with offers which 
we think are inflationary and out of line When we get to the 
point where we think we can no longer negotiate, we’ll pall a 
press conference and put all the facts on the table so that the 
public and the press can judge for themselves.” 
The Red Sox never have said what they’ve offered Lynn 
but they have said they feel they've been "very liberal,” 
Translated, that probably means they’ve already offered 
him $300,000 for three years, and if they have gone that high, 
which I wouldn’t doubt, then Fred Lynn could make roughly 
five times more in salary this year than he did last year, and 
that doesn’t sound to me like a half bad year at all Even for 
the best-looking second year man in all baseball.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Publicly, Muhammad 
Ali keeps talking boxcar numbers, telling 
everybody how he has made ISI million already, 
how that’ll be up to 856 million after Ken Norton 
and how he has offers which could push the total 
to |75 million inside six months. Privately, 
though, he wants to quit. He has had it. 
“...I’m gonna get out of this. It’s getting too 
rough now. I wanna get out while I still got my 
marbles..." 
He said that only a few days ago. 
That’s the way he talks when there are no 
newsmen around taking notes, no microphones 
under his nose, no tv cameras grinding away. 
What once used to be sheer joy, climbing into 
the ring swapping jabs and hooks with someone 
else, is no longer for Ali. Boxing has become 
work. Worse yet, it has become boring, and the 
daily discipline of road work has grown into 
more than drudgery, it has become pure punish­ 
ment. 
Ali always does what he wishes. 
His manager, Herbert Muhammad, said as 
much Thursday in Madison Square Garden’s 
Hall of Fame Club where the official announce­ 
ment was made that Ali will get 86 million for 
defending his world heavyweight title against 
Norton at Yankee Stadium Sept. 28. Norton will 
draw 81 million for his third meeting with Ali, 
each having won once before, and both get a 
percentage of the gross for the 15-round bout to 
be promoted jointly by the Garden and by Top 
Rank, Inc., which is handling the television. 
Herbert Muhammad said he hoped Ali would 
not retire after the Norton fijflit and that he’d 
give George Foreman another shot (ifs strange 
how both Ali and his manager are so sure Joe 
Frazier is going to be beaten June 15), but that 
another meeting with Foreman was entirely up 
to AU. 
“I wouldn’t want him to retire before he gives 
Foreman another chance," said Herbert 
Muhammad. “Foreman gave him a chance to 
get his title back. But if Ali insisted on retiring, 
I’d go by what he wanted. I’d never tell him to go 
into the ring if he didn’t want to.”

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In his own mind, AU can see himself retiring 
for a year and then making a comeback after the 
authentic No. I contender finally is established. 
“Let ‘em fight it out and then I’U come out of 
retirement and DI fight the winner,” he has said 
privately. 
I asked Ali Thursday whether he intends to 
keep fighting anymore after Norton. 
"I dunno, it’s gettin’ tempting," he said. “I 
wanna retire but I’d like to be the first athlete to 
make 875 million and I could do it with the offers 
I got now. Just think 875 million! Nobody’s ever 
done that before. Nobody’s ever come close. 
“Jack Dempsey ... Gene Tunney ... Rocky 
Marciano... they were just boxers. They weren’t 
the man I am. I’ve become so b-i-g! Bigger than 
even Babe Ruth. I could help Kessinger if he 
needed it,” Ali said, converting the Secretary of 
the State into the shortstop for the Cardinals in 
one single mouthful. 
“Turkey gave me 500 acres with a castle 
overlooking the river... They’re namin’ a mall 
after me in Manila... I couldn’t walk the streets 
of Munich, women and tables kissin’ me all the 
time... In Ghana, they gave me a mountain. Ho 
Mountain it’s called.” 
What is he going to do with it? 
“I dunno," he said. “It’s just there now. 
They’re gonna put a hotel on it." 
Both Ali and Norton visited Yankee Stadium 
for the photographers’ benefit before arriving at 
the Garden. When the champ walked out to se­ 
cond base, he looked up at the scoreboard in 
right Centerfield and noticed it bunking this 
electronic message: 
“My God! Is this the end of AU?" 
AU sensed it was a publicity stunt, which it 
was, and got a kick out of it. He turned toward 
Norton a few feet away and began hollering at 
him. 
"My hands are good this time, sucker. I’m 
gonna jab, I’m gonna hook, I’m gonna whup you 
good. I’m gonna stand an’ fight. I ain’t gonna 
run." 
“And what am I gonna be doing?” purred Ken 
Norton, without so much as even blinking an 
eye.

The witch-finder 


WASHINGTON - In the 1640s, an 
Englishman named Matthew Hopkins 
discovered a foolproof method of 
detecting witches. It consisted of some 
original techniques in torture. The King, 
grateful over the opportunity to rid his 
realm of witches, conferred upon 
Hopkins the title of “His Majesty’s 
Witch-Finder 
General.” 
The official witch- 
finder hurried from 
place to place, often at 
the urgent request of 
the town fathers. In 
E ssex and Suffolk 
alone, he tested more 
than 300 persons. Most 
failed the tests ami 
were put to death. 
Som e 330 y e a r s 
later, an American 
president, 
Richard 
Nixon, appointed a modem Witch-Finder 
General to root out the radicals in our 
midst. The witch hunter, Guy Goodwin, 
hurried from place to place indicting 
radicals. 
Justice Department sources say he 
supervised about IOO grand jury in­ 
vestigations in 36 states. He returned 
more than 400 indictments. There was 
one trouble. The indictments didn’t 
in 
stick; only about IO per cent ended 
convictions. 
Many of the convictions were also for 
minor offenses, having nothing to do with 
the subversive activities Goodwin was 
investigating. Goodwin sought contempt 
and perjury indictm ents when he 
couldn’t make a better case. 
Under the American judicial system, 
grand juries are supposed to protect the 
people from oppressive government 
prosecutors. But Goodwin turned his 
grand juries into a coercive instrument, 
which he used to investigate and harass 
his victims. He jailed people who refused 
to testify. Under the law. a recalcitrant 
witness can be locked up until he talks or 
until the grand jury expires. But for 
punitive purposes, Goodwin extended 
grand jury terms so the witnesses would 
be kept behind bars longer. 
Goodwin is an improbable Witch- 
Finder General, an Impeccable, sub­ 
dued, handsome man, with styled gray 
hair and a soft, almost effeminate voice. 
But he was relentless in investigating 
civil disturbances and terrorist ac­ 
tivities. He wound up in charge of a 
special section, which hunted subver­ 
sives for the Nixon Administration. 
The country was disturbed about dissi­ 
dents in the early 1970s, with good 
reason. Some had staged violent 
demonstrations, planted bombs and com­ 
mitted other outrages. Their purpose, 
they had boasted, was to overthrow the 
American system. 
But many were peaceful, patriotic an­ 
tiwar activists, who merely opposed the 
govern m en t’s V ietnam p o lic ie s. 
Goodwin often abused their rights, too. 
His most serious disservice to the nation, 
however, was to pervert the grand jury 
into a tool of government repression. 
We have questioned officials at all 
levels of the Justice Department about 
Goodwin’s tactics We have also inter­ 
viewed distinguished lawyers and civil 
libertarians. Some spoke to us on the 
record; others preferred to keep their 
remarks anonymous 
The most common complaint was that 
Goodwin abuses the grand jury proces­ 
ses, that he uses the grand jury to harass 
people for their political beliefs, that he 
brings indictments on thin evidence end 
then leaves it to someone else to try the 
cases. 
Whitney North Seymour, the staid U.S. 
attorney in New York City, said Goodwin 
had “little apparent regard for the rights 
of witnesses.” Prof. Arthur Kinoy, a 
famed constitutional lawyer who has 
reviewed Goodwin’s record, called it 
“one of the most serious examples of 
rep ression .” Some of G oodwin’s 
colleagues refer to him as the “grand in­ 
quisitor.” 
Yet the Justice Department, under 
fairminded Atty Gen. Edward Levi, is 
continuing to use the Witch-Finder 


General. He was recently dispatched to 
Richmond, Va., for example, to oversee 
a grand jury investigation of an FBI 
cover-up. 
Goodwin has the kind of faith in the 
FBI that most people reserve for their 
church. One of his most prized posses­ 
sions is a letter of commendation from 
the late FBI director J. Edgar Hoover. 
Once, he joined an FBI squad on a 4 a.m. 
raid on some Camden, N.J., draft-board 
saboteurs. 
Goodwin seemed as eager to protect 
the RBI men in Richmond as he was to 
persecute leftists. This brought him into 
a head-on collision with Rodney Sager, a 
tough federal attorney who headed the 
Justice Department office in Richmond. 


Sager at first tried to cooperate with 
Goodwin, but then sought to remove him 
from the FBI case The witch hunter, 
believe it or not, hauled Sager himself 
before the grand jury for 15 hours. For 
Sager, this was the last straw. He 
worked nights to draft a long formal 
d ep artm en tal com p lain t a g a in st 
Goodwin. 
Although Justice has refused to 
release it and Sager won’t show us a copy 
for fear of official reprisals, we have had 
access to the complaint. 


It charges that Goodwin and an aide in­ 
dulged in “gross professional miscon­ 
duct and gross abuse of the grand jury 
system.” In the interest of justice, added 
Sager, it was vital “to properly expose 
this flagrant abuse of the grand jury 
system^’ 


The department’s ethics watchdog, 
Michael Shaheen, responded that Sager’s 
charges had been investigated and had 
been found without merit. Yet we have 
evidence that only a perfunctory in­ 
vestigation was made. In disgust, Sager 
quit the Justice Department a few days 
ago. “ I’m disappointed and d is­ 
illusioned,” he said.

WASHINGTON - Dear Jim m y 
Carter: 
In the course of your extraordinary 
campaign you have for the most part 
stayed on the warm p lateau of 
generalities. But you did make some 
promises and it is about one of these that 
I am moved to write you. 
From the gover­ 
norship of Georgia and 
the peanut operation 
in Plains, the facts of 
life may look simpler, 
far simpler, than they 
actually arf. 
“I will reduce the 
number of federal 
agencies from 1,900 to 
no more than 200,” you 
said. You have never 
said, though, where 
these reductions will 
come as I feel I should 
say that you are baying at the moon. I 
say this in sorrow because I think 
nothing is more essential than a sharp 
knife applied to the blubber of federal 
proliferation in commissions, agencies, 
you name it. 
But a careful, expert study has just 
been completed to show that your goal is 
almost impossible to fulfill. With the 
provocative title “ Are Government 
Organizations 
Immortal?” 
Herbert 
Kaufman of the Brookings Institution 
provides an answer close to yes. 
Kaufman analyzed a group of federal 
organizations that existed in 1923 and a 
comparable group in 1973, a total of 421 
units, omitting defense, the postal ser­ 
vice ar well as so-called independent 
agencies and special boards. 
Of the 175 units in the 1923 sample 148, 
or nearly 85 per cent, were still going 
strong in 1973. While 27 had disappeared. 
246 new ones had been added to the 
roster. 
This last factor raises the question of 
applying birth control to agency growth. 
In Kaufman’s view, a legal ceiling on the 
number of agencies would have little ef­ 
fect. A Dem ocratic Congress, he 
suggests, could get agreement to block 
the birth or organizations favored by 
others but they would oppose barriers to 
the ones they want themselves. That, as 
you surely should have learned from the 
Georgia legislature, is in the process 
known as iog-rolling. 
Then what about the death rate? The 
Brookings analyst believes that the self­ 
destruct act introduced by Rep. Abner 
Mikva. limiting the lives of statutes 
authorizing certain agencies, simply 
would not work As the expiration dates 
approached, paralysis would overtake the 
agency and planning for the future would 
be enormously difficult. Time limits 
would soon be abandoned and organiza­ 
tions would be routinely and uncritically 
renewed.

years studied despite there being a 
Democrat or a Republican in the White 
House. So whether it was Calvin 
Coolidge or Herbert Hoover or Lyndon 
Johnson at 1600 Pennslyvania Avenue, 
the birth rate of government organiza­ 
tions was not slowed. 
Since neither birth control nor raising 
the death rate is likely to put a brake on 
the organizational population, the Brook­ 
ings analyst concludes that we had better 
brace ourselves for its continued growth. 
What is important, and this is above all 
true for you with your far-out claim, is 
better information and theory about the 
forces that produce and destroy govern­ 
ment bureaus than is currently at hand. 
This means a far-reaching examination 
that seems to have had little part in your 
sweeping statement nor, for that matter, 
in your boast of how you peeled away the 
bureaucracy in your native Georgia. 
Given your success in the primaries 
and the remarkable organization, not to 
mention stamina, that you have dis­ 
played. it is presumptuous for me to of-

fer you any advice. But might it not be 
wiser to modify your avowal to whack 
away at the federal structure once you 
are in the White House? 
How you derived the figure of the 1,900 
agencies that you would reduce to 200 is 
not clear. Nevertheless, as a modest 
beginning would it not be well to say you 
mean to cut the total in half? This would 
be an undertaking of far-reaching mo­ 
ment requiring the most thorough study 
and the cooperation of a Congress that 
will presumably be Democratic. 
Anyone who has worked in Washington 
over many years must know the need for 
a wide variety of reforms. Simply 
whacking away at the bureaucracy will 
not be enough. I strongly recommend 
that you get a copy of the short book — a 
pamphlet really — and give it your 
earnest study. 
While it may not move you to modify 
your campaign claims it will surely be 
reason for study should the weight of the 
presidency fall on you.

sought, a political hap­ 
penstance that reduced the program to a 
kindergarten-to-third grade program in­ 
stead of the pre-school to sixth grade 
program. 
In fact there have been funds up until 
now for implementing the program in 
only a school or two in each district. 
Lompoc initiated the program, with its 
extra funds, at Los Padres School. A 
year later the program was set up at El 
Camino and a year after that, at 
Fillmore. 
The three-school program came about 
with little fanfare and with few of the 
problems or conflicts surfacing in public. 
Then something happened. As a result 
of a low evaluation of the three-school 
program by a state department of educa­ 
tion team, expansion funds were cut 
from the two-school plan of the district, 
to one school, Los Berros — and the 
parents of the Mission Hills community 
voted against it overwhelmingly. That 
killed any expansion plans of the district 
for the 1976-’77 year which for all prac­ 
tical purposes begins in September. The 
ECE program will continue at Los 
Padres, El Camino and Fillmore, but the 
future in other schools is uncertain. 
There has been a difference of opinion 
on whether parents and teachers should 
be given a chance to vote on the im­ 
plementation of ECE in a particular 
school. 
Some weeks ago, one school trustee 
publicly declared that the board had no 
desire to ram the ECE down anyone’s 
throat. Shortly thereafter parents at­ 
tended a meeting at Los Berros and exer­ 
cised that option by killing the program. 
An administrator, who was present at 
that time noted with dismay that the 
board had given the parents a veto power 
over the implementation. The view of a 
districtwide parents’ advisory commit­ 
tee has been somewhat unclear. This 
reporter, once interpreted the commit­ 
tee as wanting to make the ECE man­ 
datory whenever funds were available 
for expanding into another school. Short­ 
ly before the Los Berros vote, however, a 
committee leader said the term, man­ 
datory, improperly reflected the latest 
parent feeling. This reporter has viewed 
the clarification as a fallback position in 
the face of sharp opposition from parents 
in the Los Berros area. 
Now comes a shift back to the man­ 
datory concept. Tonight the school board 
will be asked to approve the following 
resolution (The direct education code 
wording is used, along with a paraphrase 
of the closely related implementation 
language): “A master plan for Early 
Childhood Education shall include a 
comprehensive statement setting forth 
the district’s educational program for 
ECE (Hi a school basis, (and the accom­ 
panying wording). The code further 
states that ECE plans contain provisions 
for assessment of educational needs and 
a lo c a l p ro g ra m d e sig n e d to 
systematically phase into the program 
all schools of the district in no more than 
five years.” 
The district advisory parents commit­ 
tee seeks the board approval along with 
directions for the superintendent to set 
up parent advisory committees at each 
school. 
Opposition to the mandatory character 
of ECE has been voiced statewide. Polls 
of teachers for example have indicated 
strong interest in making the implemen­ 
tation at the discretion of teachers.
